AGxTATOES ABUSED.

Driven Away From I'oeauamtas, V. Va.
Sovereign Silenced.

Oot.rMBrs. July 21. Organizers
Green and Wallace have notified head-
quarters that they were compelled to
leave Paicahcuitas, Va., at the point of
shotguns. .They did not offer resist-
ance. They, however, remained in the
neighborhood wyth the intention of
doing missionary work among the
miners.

One thousand workers in the Simons
mine have gone out, said Secretary
Pearce.

J. K. Sovereign, president of the
Knights of Labor, has arrived irom Po-
cahontas, Va . where he spoke 10 min-
utes to miners when the mayor, by
proclamation, stopped "all pnblic meet-
ings or assemblages of more than three
nersons in any public place within the
corporate limits." alleging that such
meet.ngs were inimical to the public
peace. President Katchford copied the
proclamation for future use.

Mr. Sovereign reported to President
Batch ford that HO business men of
Pocahontas ajologied to him for the
act of the mayor and that Colonel J. S.
Browning of the Browning company,
coming away on the train with Mr.
Sovereign, also apologized to him for
the act of the mayor. Mr. Sovereign
is going to Fort Wayne, from whence
in a couple of days lie will return to
the Virginias.

MOST ALL THE MIEKS WORKING.

Jhejr Have Hefused o Go Out Si Far.
Aruia-a- lrpnt&ftn OlSaral Striker on

Their Firt Visit Threatened Violence
J Should They Have to neiurn.

Canoksbi ko. July 21. Boone mine
of the Canonsburg Coal company and
the mine of Cook & in at McGoveru
are running without experiencing any
trouble. At the mine of Caiok ate Son
about six miners refused to go to work.
Thev were given their tools and paid
off. Six of the strikers from Miller's
Run were employed to take their places.
